Applicant is correct that the Examiner agreed to examine the S3. 2 protoxin of claim 9, 
but that the claim was listed as withdrawn from consideration. The S3. 2 protoxin of claim 9 was 
indeed examined in the last Action and determined to be free of the prior art. A bookkeeping 
error led to the inadvertent listing of the claim as withdrawn.
